Kerner Blasts 
G.O.P. Group 
At Lake Villa 

That special helicopter landing 
pad that well-meaning Republicans 
built for Gov.

Kerner told crowds the law. was 
flouted "by his (Stratton's) associ- 
ates, who have felt they could make 
free with state owned' property." 

"Never," he said, "have we seen 
or heard any objection from Strat- 
ton until, perhaps, the newspapers 
reporting the violation made him 
flutter a little with indignation." . 

Stratton, meanwhile, has sent 
press releases to papers throughout 
the state saying he has received 
election endorsements from 46 "key 
downstate newspapers."

Postmaster Calls 
For Show Removal 

The approach of winter always 
means extra work for your mail 
carrier. 

Postmaster Roy Kufalk of Antioch 
today issued the following remind- 
ers to patrons regarding snow re- 
moval: 

Where weeds along a highway or 
road traveled by rural carriers nifty 
cause snow to drift, they should be 
removed before the beginning of 
the snow season. 

Patrons are expected to see that 
roads are opened after heavy snows 
so it will be possible for rural car- 
riers to travel them. 

Patrons are also required to keep 
the approaches, to their boxes 
cleared of obstructions, including 
snow, which make it difficult or im- 
possible for the carrier to serve the 
boxes without getting out of his ve- 
hicle. Unless approaches are cleared 
within a reasonable time after heavy 
snowfalls, it may be necessary to. 
temporarily withhold deliveries un- 
til the impediment has been re- 
moved. 

Rural carriers are not required to 
perform service on foot when roads 
cannot be traveled with the convey- 
ances ordinarily used by them, but 
they are expected to make every 
reasonable effort to serve as many 
of their patrons as possible without 
undue physical exertion or finan- 
cial expenditure. 

If excessive detours are necessary 
in order to effect delivery of mail, 
patrons should relocate their boxes 
temporarily, arrange to receive 
their mail through other patrons' 
boxes, or make other suitable ar- 
rangements to receive their mail 
until the roads are again travers- 
able. 

Kufalk also announced that bids 
for a car for a substitute mounted 
mail carrier will be taken at the 
post office during the next 10 days. 




Antioch Village officials, alarmed 
at the spread of Dutch Elm disease, '•< ' 
are discussing " the' possibility . of 
legislation to force owners of dls- - 
eased trees to dispose of them. 
• The seriousness of the problem, 
that has' wiped out shade trees in 
many Illinois communities, was a 
major topic of discussion at Tuesr 
day night's village board meeting. 

"At least 8 or 10 trees have been 
lost to the disease and disposed of, 
but as many are diseased and still 
standing," said- Edgar Simonsen, 
superintendent of public works. 

Village board president Murrill 
Cunningham proposed new- meas- 
ures. 

"If the people won't get rid of 
their diseased, trees then we maybe 
forced to pass an ordinance requir- 
ing property owners^ to cut- down 
their own elms. 

"Failure to do this would result 
in the village cutting down the 
trees and the property owner would 
be assessed," said Cunningham. 
Growing Problem 

The problem is a growing one of 
great 'concern. With each tree left 
standing that is diseased, more trees 
are susceptible to the dreadful dis- 
ease. 

Trustees also discussed the fol- 
lowing matters: 

1. The leak on Victoria street, 
which is somewhat of a mystery, 
and to which Simonsen replied that 
he had tried everything including 
the "ouija stick" and nothing' works.

Predicts 8.0 J. Victory 

Despite an unusually aggressive campaign on the part of two of the 
Democratic candidates for county office it is unlikely that-there will be any 
change in the administration at the courthouse following Tuesday s bal- 
loting. „ ' ^ 

The only change will be the replacement of County 
Auditor Robert J. Pearsall by John Darrow, North Chjcago 
city clerk who was a* successful candidate for the GOP 
nomination for auditor last spring when Pearsall announced 
I he would- not seek re-election to the post he has held since 
1932. 

The only Democratic candidates to, make serious bids 
for election at the county level were Donald T. Morrison, 
candidate for state's attorney, and William Gyzen, can- 
didate for coroner. 

Morrison was handicapped from the start not only be- 
cause he is a political unknown and unknown in Lake 
County as an attorney, but because Lake County voters 
aren't too keen about electiong a state's attorney with Chi- 
Durkin cago y^ 

Morrison campaigned as though he felt he had a chance, but it is un- 
likely that any Democrat from Chicago will be elected to this vital office 
unless he starts four or five years in advance by practicing in Lake County 
even if it means being subsidized by the Democratic party. 

Actually this would be a sound political maneuver because the state'3 
attorney's office is not only one of the most important in the county, but 
by its very nature one of the most vulnerable. 

State's Attorney Bruno W. Stanczak has done a good job in the office, 
but he is bound to make enemies even when he does a good job of pros- 
ecuting offenders and enforcing the law, and of course if he doesn't do a 
good job he is vulnerable again. 

Gyzen worked hard, but without much support from the Democratic 
organization which concentrated its efforts on "the presidential and guber- 
natorial candidates. , ■ . 

He had a tremendous disadvantage because Micky Babcox has had 
two terms as coroner and has distinguished himself as a good hardworking 
official who is well-known throughout Lake County. 

The other Democratic candidates are political unknowns who ap- 
parently sacrificed themselves in order to complete the ticket or possibly 
so they would have a claim for political patronage if the Democrats should 

win the state or national elections. 

• • * 

While the county candidates appear to be home free their running 
mates at the state and national level may have more difficulty in Lake 
County. 

Although there is little chance that Lake County will fail to provide a 
victory for Gov. William G. Stratton and Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
there is s<yne concern about the size of the plurality. 

Bud Wilkinson, famous coach of the University of Oklahoma Sooners, 
once said, "The difference between a winning and losing football season 
at Oklahoma depends on whether the ball carriers fall forwards or back- 
wards when they are tackled. If they fall forward it means they have 
put forth that little extra effort that is the difference between winning 
and losing." 

Bob Milton, chairman of the Lake County Republican Central Com- 
mittee, uses the same idea in urging just a little more effort out of his 
precinct committeemen. 

"If we can get just a few more votes out of each precinct than we ever 
got before it will mean that the precinct committeemen are putting forth 
that little extra effort;* Milton points out. 

Or put another way, 'For want of a vote a precinct was lost and for 
want of a precinct a nation was lost.' i 



To Burn or Not To 
Burn — Bry Leaves 

*To burn or not to burn," muses 
Mr. Average ■ Home Owner as he 
balefully stares at autumn's leaves 
smothering his well-tended lawn. 

William Nelson, University of 
Illinois landscape specialist offers 
this advice: Rake and bum leaves 
if any plants are afflicted with dis- 
ease; otherwise the disease will 
overwinter in the ground or leaves. 

Check for blackspot on roses, any 
leafspot on trees and shrubs and 
other diseases. 

If no diseases are lurking around, 
leaves make a satisfactory mulch for 
winter. Use them for mulching 
flower beds, roses, evergreens and 
other plants. However, remove 
them next spring, as they are dense 
and will keep out air and moisture 
during the growing season. 

Even if leaves are not needed for; 
mulching, rake them anyway.

Red 
Cross program will be open through 
the month of November to students 
in all-Lake County elementary, jun- 
ior high, senior high and parochial 
schools. ■-':'' . 

- Bach year- -between 230,000 and 
40,000 students enroll in the pro- 
gram sponsored 'by the Lake County, 
chapter of the American Red Cross. 
m Mrs; John vJCyndberg, 201 1 Poplar, 
Waukegah; Junior Red Cross chair- 
man said today: ' 
fM «rAt the beginning of each school 
^year, the, principals- of Jthe schools 
in the county are contacted to see 
if they wish 'to participate >in the 
program. A teacher-sponsor is then 
appointed to direct and coordinate 
the Junior Red Cross program. 
Last year there were 70 schools 
. participating with a total enrollment 
of 30,000 students. This year we 
hope to increase the number of stu- 
dents and have a more active pro- 
gram for them.". 

Produce Items ... 
Junior Red Cross members pro- 
duce thousands of items, annually 
for hospital use. Tray favors, nut 
cups, tray place mats, manual train- 
ing items, writing and toilet kits, 
and cookies and candies are among 
the things made. 

These are sent to patients at the 
Downey Veterans Administration 
Hospital, the Naval Hospital, the 
Lake County Hospital, the Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium, and the County 
. Home in Libertyville. Stuffed toys 
are also made each year for the 
children at the Dixon Hospital, 
Dixon, 111. 

More than 3,000 gift boxes are 
made and filled each year by county 
JRC members for distribution in 
disaster areas overseas. Each box 
contains school and health supplies 
for a boy or girl. 

Funds Restricted 
Money donated for enrollment in 
Junior Red Cross is restricted to 
use by and for children only. A 
portion is sent to National Red Cross 
headquarters in Washington, D. C, 
and entitles the school to copies of 
the monthly JRC News or Journal. 
The remainder of the money is held 
by the Lake County chapter in a 
JRC service fund. This fund is 
used to purchase supplies for local 
projects or to send students to JRC 
training centers. 

The fund is also used for children 
in need or in disaster areas in the 
United States or overseas. A recent 
example was the $25,000 sent to 
the Chilean children by the Na- 
tional Junior Red Cross when that 
country was devastated by earth- 
quakes and floods in May. 
Attend Meetings 
Members of the Lakp County Jun- 
ior Red Cross have attended various 
national and international activities 
in the past. Miss Melody Douglas 
of the Lake Forest High School was 
a delegate to the PRC _workship 
and training menter for the mid- 
western area, held at Wichita, Kans., 
last June. 

Miss Douglas and Miss Carol 
Merkel of the Warren Township 
Township High School attended the 
National Red Cross convention in 
Atlantic City in May. Charles Wil- 
helm of the Libertyvllle-Premont 
High School was the Lake County 
delegate to an international JRC 
conference held in Toronto, Canada, 
during August, 1959, at which 30 
countries were represented. 

During the summer months, Miss 
Barbara Bccklian and Miss Julie 
Henderson of the Waukegan Town- 
ship High school served as staff 
aides at chapter headquarters, 308 
Julian St., .Waukegan. Participat- 
ing in such activities gives the JRC 
member an opportunity to help oth- 
ers, to learn leadership, and to pro- 
mote better international under- 
standing.

An experimental variety — Minne- 
sota 319 of medium maturity looked 
very good. 

Two medium late maturity vari- 
eties — Henry and Madison from 
Ohio were included.- These varie- 
ties have ■ been developed because 
they have resistance to root rot 
which is becoming a problem in 
some midwestern states. There is 
no significant information on them 
•as yet. 

Blackhawk, another medium late 
variety, didn't seem to stand as well 
as desired. 

Harosoy, a popular variety in this 
area, had good eye appeal. Brick- 
bauer pointed out that a disease 
known as bud blight caused some 
trouble in the Madison area in this 
variety this year. 

Another medium late maturity 
variety, Lindarin, from Indiana 
seemed to stand up very well and 
Is known to dry out well. 

Hawkeye appeared very good, 
and although rather popular, is gen- 
erally considered to be a bit risky 
inn this area since it is best adapted 
to the 115-to-125 corn maturity 
areas. 

The plot was made possible 
through the cooperation of Iverson, 
the University of Wisconsin agron- 
omy department and the Kenosha 
county cooperative extension ser- 
vice.

1. Does he play well with other 
children?

4, Does he 
have reasonable control of his emo- 
tions? By grade school years, a 
child should be able to face dis- 
appointment and failure without 
throwing a tantrum. He should 
also be able to take joy and success 
in stride. 

5. Can he be depended upon 
most of the time? 8. Is he achiev- 
ing somewhere near capacity ac- 
cording to his mental ability? 7. 
Is he able to think for himself? 8. 
Does he stand on his own feet and 
not blame others for his mistakes? 
9. Is he kind and helpful to teach- 
ers and classmates, not a bully or 
trouble-maker or "apple-polisher"? 
The more "yes" answers you get 
to these questions, the better ad- 
justed your child is.
